Kiritsis Plans No Insanity Plea 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Anthony 
Kiritsis, facing a variety of charges 
from last week’s kidnaping of a real 
estate executive, says he was “angry” 
but not insane and says he has not 
planned to plead temporary insanity. 


Kiritsis. 44, was arrested a week ago 
tonight after a televised session in 
which he ranted, rambled and cursed 
about 
his 
treatm ent 
by 
Meridian 
Mortgage Co., a 
firm operated by 
Richard Hall and other members of 
the Hall family. Hall, 42, was present 
with a cable round his neck holding a 
sawed-off shotgun aimed at the base 
of his head, a device Kiritsis first 
attached to him three days earlier 
when 
he 
was 
kidnaped 
from 
his 
downtown 
office 
and 
marched 
six 
blocks 
through 
city 
streets 
passed 
hundreds of onlookers. 


"When I was taken to the hospital 
last Thursday night, two psychiatrists 
examined me and I told them I wasn’t 
deranged, only angry," Kiritsis said 
Wednesday. "Some people want me 
declared incompetent, but I don’t like 
that at all. 
" I’ve 
never 
planned 
to 
plead 
temporary insanity,” he added. "What 
I did was desperate and despicable but 
not irrational from my point of view.” 
Kiritsis made the comments in an

with

columnist Thomas Keating, the first 
he has granted since being confined in 
the Marion County Jail.

Kiritsis claimed he believed he was 
getting immunity, saying he decided 
to accept it because "at some point 
you have to believe someone.”

"I probably would have talked 
about something else, maybe a pardon 
or something. I had no contingency 
plan, but I never planned to kill Dick 
Hall.”

immunity and all my rights, such as 
the right to own gun when everything 
was over.”

Perinatal Discussion 
Held At Local Hospital 


A second letter has been drafted to 
send to the State Board of Health by local 
hospital officials and signed by 
16 
fam ilies attending a perinatal ex ­ 
planatory meeting last night addressing 
four major areas of concern pertaining to 
the 
C riteria 
and 
Standards 
and 
Guidelines for Wide Area Planning of 
Perinatal Services. 
The letter, to be sent to David J. 
Edwards, M.D., Director of the Health 
Facilities 
Service and 
R esources 
Development Committee of the State 
Board of Health, addresses the potential 
effect the provision for health care could 
have on the residents of Rush County. 
The letter explains that those signing feel 
the areas 
of 
concern are 
directly 
correlated to the concept of regionalized 
medicine. 
The first area of concern, according to 
the letter, 
regards 
the 
potential 
regionalization of medical care relating 
to the personal 
preferences of 
the 
patient 
“Under a 
regionalized concept 
of 
medicine, patients might find themselves 
seeking health care in communities or 
areas that are not consistent with their 
normal habits or personal preferences," 
the letter states. “They might find ' 
perhaps that they are required to go to 
one area for surgical consultation and 
another a re a 
for medical related 
problems.” 
The second area deals with referral 
patterns local physicians may have to 
follow. 
"It 
is 
conceivable that 
under 
a 
regionalized approach to medical care 
that referral patterns would be changed 
Irom the present ones currently being 
used,” the letter says, "thus resulting in 
physicians 
referring 
patients 
to 
specialists 
in 
com m unities 
w here 
previous referral patterns have not 
existed.” 
Cost is also a major concern, according 
to the letter, w’hich calls to the attention 
of Dr. Edwards that the costs of this 
medical care would be absorbed by the 


health care citizens are receiving and 
brighten the future hopes for better and 
more care in the future.” 
“These hopes are not contingent upon 
massive new structures, but rather a 
better access to prim ary care,” the letter 
continues. "It is the feeling of the com­ 
munity that a regionalized concept of 
medicine would severely restrict and 
hamper the ability of our community to 
further attract 
young physicians to 
replace older and retiring physicians 
who currently practice in our com 
munity. It will be this inability to recruit 
physicians in the future that could have a 
significant effect on the health care the 
citizens of Rushville and Rush County 
will be receiving.” 
During last night's session, Dr. Fat 
Connerly addressed the group and told 
how the document on regionalization of 
perinatal services was developed. Dr. 
Connerly read a letter from the Rush 


County Medical Society telling those on 
the committee the problems they could 
foresee with the plan.

added this morning he would like to get 
groups, as well as individuals, to sign the 
letter, and any organization wishing to do 
so should contact him at the hospital. 


The guidelines handed down in the 
regionalization plan for perinatal ser­ 
vices require at least 500 births at a 
hospital to maintain an obstetrics ser­ 
vice.

S cientists at the U.S. D ep art­ 
m ent of A g ricu ltu re's Southern 
Regional R esearch C enter say 
p relim in ary 
tests 
have 
been 
successful in finding an odor 
re ta rd a n t solution and applying 
it to fabric. 
When they began the p roject 
two y ears ago, it w as not w ith 
the goal of relieving A m ericans 
of un d erarm em b arra ssm e n t. 
"A ctually, the deodorant fe a ­ 
tu re is not w hat we consider 
the m ost im portant fe a tu re ," 
said Dr. C lark Welch. "W e're 
m ost interested in controlling 
skin infection and in m edical 
u se s.” 
W elch said the aim w as to 
red u ce cases of infection sp read 
by 
b acteria 
in 
hospital 
and 
hotel linen supplies 
He and two co-w orkers sought 
a w ay to tre a t the tex tiles w ith 
a 
b acteria killing ag en t 
that 
would rem ain effective through 
rep eated w ashing 
U sing a m ix tu re of hydrogen 
peroxide (a com m on household 
bleach) 
and 
zinc 
salt 
or 
zirconium 
sa lt, 
W elch 
h as 
succeeded in keeping the finish 
on cotton fab ric for 20 to 50 
w ashings 
T he zinc salt or zirconium 
salt is a bonding ag en t th at 
keeps the hydrogen peroxide on 
the fab ric. Zinc is p re fe rre d 
because 
it 
is 
ch eap e r 
and 
lig h ter, W elch said. 
He said the p rocess w orks on 


all-cotton or blends of cotton 
and polyester, but not on IOO 
per cent polyester. 
It has potential as an odor 
killer because b acteria causes 
body odor. 
"Body odor is due to the 
action of bacteria on p e rsp ira ­ 
tion,” 
Welch 
said.

would be essentially odorless if 
it were not for bacteria. 


"So we think we can m ake

But, she advised, "in stead of 
withdrawing, get outside and do 
as much as you com fortably 
can. 
“See people, light fires, have 
cheery dinners. You'll find it 
really w asn’t the cold that was 
troubling you after all." 
Another psychiatrist agreed

things worse and suggested a

self-analysis

possible solution.

“Suici­ 
des, m ental illness and crime 
all increase then."

But 
they pretend distaste in order 
to achieve a "sense of shared 
disaster” with their friends.

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W armer w eath e r has arrived! I n ev er thought I would be glad 
to see the th erm o m eter reach 32 d eg rees. F. but it seem s alm ost 
like a heat w ave. 
Many people have been concerned about their pets and 
livestock du rin g the cold w eather. P lan ts, trees, and sh rubs 
have also been under considerable stre ss during this extended 
period of cold w eather. Most people h av e taken steps to p ro tect 
their livestock an d pets, but what do you do with the trees and 
shrubs? 
First of all, th e dam age to the p lan ts will not be noticed until 
warm w eather arrives. Check your sh ru b s and trees for dead 
branches, 
p ru n e these as soon as you know for sure the branch 
is dead. If w e have a dry condition a s w arm weather arriv e s, 
periodic w aterin g will be necessary fo r these plants. The w inter 
stress will have w eakened these tre e s and shrubs so any m ore 
stress such a s d ry w eather will probably kill more of the plants. 
Another help to the plants would be to keep a mulch around 
them as m uch a s possible. Although w e have experienced b itter 
cold, those p la n ts that were surrounded by the deep snow fared 
much better th an those exposed to the d irect cold. Young tree s 
would benefit fro m a burlap w rap a ro u n d the base of the tre e to 
protect it from th e direct wind. Shrubs w ill benefit from a m ulch 
around the b a se of the plants to p ro tect the roots from the cold. 
Adequate fertilization with proper w atering will do m ore to 
revive the w in ter stressed plants than any other factor. 
From now to w arm weather, w atch your trees and shrubs to 
see if buds will develop and new grow th will occur. Dry w eath er 
in 1976 caused a lot of shrubs and tre e s to be in a w eakened 
condition going into the winter. I w ould think we will see m ore 
damage caused by this winter we are experiencing than norm al. 
So, be ready w ith the fertilizer and w a ter—hopefully we can 
minimize this se v e re winter effect on our plants.

Bad Weather Spells More Woes 
For Farmers At Planting Time

shortages by planting tim e,” 
according to S T. Keel, senior 
vice president of agricultural

(IM C),

con­ 
ducted the field studies during 
late January. 
One key reason is the ice- 
locked fleet of barges clogging 
frozen inland waterw ays, in­ 
cluding the M ississippi, Illinois 
and Ohio rivers. 
“ Many of those barges con­ 
tain fertilizer m aterials bound 
for the im portant midwestern 
farm region, the nation’s largest 
fertilizer 
m ark et,” 
Keel 
ex­ 
plained.

Purdue 
University rep o rt that 210,000 
sows are expected to produce 
litters during th e December- 
Fefcruary q u a rte r. This is eight 
per cent m ore th an during the 
same period a y e a r ago. 
During the M arch-M ay, 1977, 
quarter, 220,OOO sows are ex­ 


pected to tarrow —down four per 
cent 
from the corresponding 
q u a rte r a year earlier. 
In the 14 major hog producing 
states, farrowings are expected 
to be IO per cent larger during 
the D ecem ber-February period 
and up four per cent in the 
M arch-M ay, 1977, quarter. 
The 
Indiana fall pig crop 
totaled 1.4 million pigs, seven 
per cent above the Septem ber- 
N o v e m b er q u arter of 
1975. 
Production in the 14 m ajor hog 
producing states during 
this 
sam e period amounted to 17.9 


million pigs, up 18 per cent from 
a year earlier. 


As of Dec. I, 1976, Indiana 
farm ers had four million hogs 
and pigs on hand, three per cent 
more than that date in 1975 
Major hog producing states had 
an inventory of 47 million on 
Dec. I, 12 percent above the 
previous year 


Indications for the total U.S. 
are that 6.1 million sows should 
farrow from D ecem ber through 
May, 1977. This is five per cent

“ Based on current estim ates, 
the barges may be locked in ice 
so long their cargos will be 
delivered too late to help supply 
farm ers throughout the Corn 
Belt.

explained. “ F arm ers in those 
states report they had planned

peratures. Now they are faced 
with even more field work next 
spring at a time when planting 
delays mean reduced yields and 
lost profits.”

another year of big corn and- 
cotton acreage, with a less-than- 
expected shift from corn to 
soybeans.

Nation’s Cattle Herds 
Continue To Decline 


An 8.6 million head decline in 
the nation’s cattle herd over the 
past two years, is the largest 
total decline to occur since in­ 
ventories were first recorded in 
1867 and represents the sharpest 
percentage decline since 1948, 
says 
Purdue 
University 
ex­ 
tension agricultural economist 
David Pertritz. 
E stim ated inventory on Jan. 
I, 1977, was 122.9 million, down 
four per cent from a year earlier 
and down seven per cent from 
Jan. I, 1975, he says. 
While significant, the four per 
cent decline in cattle inventories 
was sm aller than m any analysts 
had 
projected, 
Petritz 
says. 
Indiana farm s held 2.1 million 
cattle on Jan. I, according to 
s ta te - f e d e r a l 
a g r ic u ltu r a l 
statisticians. This is four per 
cent below a year earlier, but 
the sam e as Jan. I, 1975. 
C attle num bers are expected 
to continue to decline during 
1977, Petritz says. However, the 
m agnitude of the decline is 
dep en d en t on w eath er con­ 
ditions and their im pact on the 
size of the calf crop and the 
num ber of cattle and calves 
slaughtered. 
Petritz notes that the cattle 


industry 
a p p e a rs 
to 
have 
brougnt num bers m ore in line 
with the dem and for beef and 
the supply of feed grains and 
forages. “The reduced feeder 
cattle supplies provide a solid 
foundation for expectations of 
im proved p ric e s for feeder 
cattle in 
the 
longer term ,” 
according to P etritz. 
“ In the com ing year, beef 
cow -calf 
p ro d u c e rs 
should 
carefu lly 
re v ie w 
their 
resources, p articu larly forages, 
to determ ine if 1977 will be the 
year to expand their herds,” 
Petritz suggests. “ Heifers are 
selling reasonably, and some 
producers m ay w ant to buy 
these and breed them to have 
calves available for sale in 1978 
when feeder c attle prices are 
expected to be highter. Even no 
expansion is planned, producers 
should consider replacing older 
cows with heifers.” 
“This action will generate a 
larger cash flow for the farm 
business,” 
P etritz 
concludes. 
“ And, m ost im p o rta n tly , a 
younger 
h e rd , 
c ap a b le 
of 
producing a t m ax im u m ef­ 
ficiency, will be established and 
ready when feeder cattle prices 
improve in the y ears ahead.” 
Pesticide Certification Up Date 


More than half of Indiana's 
co m m ercial 
p esticid e

plicators have received cer 
tification, but nearly two-thirds 
of individual farm ers and other

com m odities still 
m ust be 
certified for p esticid e use, 
according to Dr. John Osum, 
P u rd u e U n iversity extension 
entomologist. 
Osum, who is coordinator of 
pesticide training, said that as 
of Jan. I, 3.998 commercial 
applicators have been trained, 
leaving 2,829 still req u irin g 
training.

Oregon’s First Lady 
Is A Skilled Gardener 


S A L E M , Ore. (U P I) — The 
wife of O regon’s govern or was 
on h er w ay to the garden to dig 
som e ca rro ts and parsnips for a 
d au gh ter, but was m ore than 
happy to pause and talk about 
h er new book. 
“ Fro m the Loving E a rth ” by 
P a t Strau b (Dutton $5.95) is a 
com bined 
gardening-recipe 
book that tells how to grow, 
p reserv e and cook vegetables 
The gardening is organ ic, and 
th e 
co o k in g , 
sim p le 
but 
im agin ative. 
It is based on 
the lessons 
M rs. Strau b has learned in 27 
y e a rs of gardening and cooking 
while 
raising 
six 
children. 
Although 
the 
children 
are 
grown 
and 
live 
aw ay 
from 
hom e, 
gardening 
rem ain s 
a 
fam ily 
affair 
at 
the 
Straub 
hom e on a hilltop on the edge 
of W est Salem just th ree m iles 
from Gov. Bob S trau b ’s office 
in the capitol. 
The garden of alm ost half an 
a c re is P at S trau b ’s dom ain “ I 
do m ost of the garden work 
m y self,” she said. “ Bob helps 
m e when he has tim e, which is 
not too often now. When there 
is som e heavy work to be done. 
I invite one of our sons to com e 
for the weekend and tell him to 
bring his work clothes. They 
enjoy doing it.” 
O ther 
tim es, she said , 
the 
children 
a re 
pressed 
into 
serv ice when they drop by for a 
visit. 
H ie whole fam ily 
also 
shares in the harvest from the 
80 Italian prune trees on the 
Straub property. 
The children and g ran d ch il­ 
dren, who ran ge in ag e from 
seven m onths to nine y e a rs, all 
like 
vegetab les, 
M rs. 
Strau b 
said. 


She w rote the first edition of 
her book in 
1974 during her 
husband’s 
cam p aign 
for 
the 
governorship. 
T heir 
youngest 
son had died only a few months 
before. “ I needed something to 
latch onto and som ething as my 
contribution to the cam p aign ,” 
she said. 
“ I 
had sort 
of 
a 
double m o tiv e.” 
She a r ra n g e d to h ave the 
book printed in Oregon. It sold 
4.000 copies, m ostly inside the 
state, although a few persons 
from outside bought it by mail. 
A friend w rote to E . P . Dutton, 
New York publishers, about the 
book, and she w as asked to 
expand it for that com pany. 
"I worked on it really solidly 
about six m onths, and they sent 
parts back for rew ritin g,” she 
said. 
“ I wrote the whole darn thing 
in long hand and had someone 
type it.” 
The 
book 
w as 
her 
first 
experience in w riting, “except 
for 
things 
like 
diaries 
and 
letters.” 
A fter 
Straub 
was 
elected govern or she wrote a 
column 
for 
several 
Oregon 
newspapers describing the life 
of the g o v ern o r’s fam ily. “ I’d 
like to sta rt that ag ain ," she 
said. 
• “ I’d also like to w rite another 
book, 
som ething 
like 
the 
columns, and I ’ve threatened to 
write one on raisin g chickens. 
I’ve been raisin g chickens for 
years, 
and 
th ere 
just 
isn’t 
anything. Of co u rse, it won’t 
have 
the 
app eal 
of 
natural 
gardening.” 
Mrs. Straub w as an ordinary 
gardener in the early days of 
the Strau bs’ life 
in Oregon’s 
lush W illam ette V alley. “ When 


our two oldest children b ecam e 
quite ill at the ages of 7 and 5 ,” 
she 
w rote, 
“ I 
acciden tally 
discovered part of their tro u ­ 
bles w as due to poor nutrition. I 
decided 
to learn all 
I could 
about nutrition.” 
T hat set her on the road to 
organ ic gardening, g reater use 
of 
raw 
vegetables 
and 
a 
sim pler 
cooking 
of 
oth er 
vegetables. She said the ch il­ 
d ren ’s 
health 
decidedly 
im ­ 
proved. 
The 
book 
is 
filled 
with 
p ra ctica l advice based on M rs. 
S trau b ’s trials and errors. “ I ’ve 
m ade all the m istakes by now ,” 
she said . “ At least I hope I ’ve 
m ade all the mistakes 


The 
book 
d escrib es 
such 
m ishaps as a runaw ay Rototill 
er pinning her again st a wall. 
Advising against planting too 
much of any 
one 
item , 
she 
describes her own exp erien ce in 
filling 
flats 
with 
vegetable 
seeds to give her cro p s an early 
start. As they grew and she 
transplanted 
she 
filled 
her 
house with seedlings. “ It was a 
muddy m ess.” she recalled . 


The recipes w ere provided by 
friends 
or 
adapted 
by 
Mrs. 
Straub, many from an A ddle 
Davis 
cookbook 
that 
Mrs. 
Straub praises as the publica­ 
tion that set her on the road to 
proper nutrition.
